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Ilavin"  cxionilt  (1  these  ariieles  as  far,  prrliaps/ 
as  mnv  he  jirofiiahle  or  desirahle  to  ilie  reader,  1 1 
will  now  eome  to  a  close  after  iiiakinc  a  few  reflee-  , 
tions  which  the  nature  and  iiiipnrtanee  of  the  sub-i 
ject  susaests  to  niy  miml,  A  volutne  might  hcj 
written  without  exlnnsiing  the  subject,  hut  1  can' 
only  specify  a  few  |iarticidar.s.  ‘  " 

1.  I  will  henin  by  sayinijthaf  all  the  yast  sys- , 
terns  which  have  lieen  rdliiihd  to  .serin  to  cliiim 
some  irilinite  and  eternal  Rtina  as  their  author,'' 
whose  clorv  and  perfections  are  displayed  in  their 
worktnanship  and  v.atious  reyointions.  It  seems 
impossible  tltat  such  ati  atiiti/.ing  nniver.se,  ar¬ 
ranged  in  such  perfect  order,  and  all  the  bodies  it 
contains  moving  on  in  such  regular  and  harmoni¬ 
ous  motions,  “could  have  formed  itself,  or  have 
been  protiuecil  by  a  (iirtuitoiis  concourse  of  atoms.”  | 
Such  an  idea  is  ronirary  to  the  first  principles  of 
reasonin':,  which  assert  that  every  efl'eci  must  have  i 
a  corresponiling  cause.  That  such  a  notion  should  ^ 
ever  have  fimrid  a  place  iti  mind.s  of  rational  beings,  j 
is  astonishing,  especially  if  such  persons  had  ever 
spent  a  tnoment  in  contemplation  of  the  vastness  of  | 
this  material  universe,  with  all  its  appendtiges.  1 

2.  This  magnificent  universe  claims  the  seri- 1 
ous  consideration  of  every  rational  being,  and  more' 
particularly  of  the  enlichtencd  ('liristia».  “It  con-', 
tains  a  sensible  adtimbration  of  the  divine  attri-  . 
butes” — of  the  mi"ht  a;id  supremacy  of  the  eternal 
0(m1 — of  his  omniscience,  omnipresence,  omnipo¬ 
tence.  wisdom  and  benevolence  t>residing  over  all 
these  .scenes  and  movements.  'Vo  overlook  these 
thing.s,  is  to  disregard  and  refuse  to  acipiaiut  our-  ! 
selves  with  the  work  of  our  Maker.  “  Hearken 
unto  tills,  stand  still  and  consider  the  wonderful 
works  of  God" — and  “  Great  and  marvelousare  thy 
works  Lord  (Jod  .Vlmighty" — are  words  of  inspira- ' 
tion.  No  Christian  can  consistently  set  aside  the 
study  of  the  works  of  the  Creator.  For  by  contem- 1, 
plating  the  mighty  universe  as  one  element  of  his 
religion,  the  great  ob)ect  of  his  worship  becomes  |l 
more  vivid — his  mind  hecotnes  e.xpanded — his  de- 
votional  feelings  rendered  more  rich  and  elevated. ' 

3.  The  cotilemplation  of  the  Creator  through 
the  medium  of  the  universe,  leaches  us  that  not¬ 
withstanding  the  greatness  of  God's  kingdotn,  he  n 
docs  not  overliMik  the  minutest  objects  or  concerns'! 
of  any  part.  Theaptnessof  ourmindstit  first  view, 
to  imagine  that  wc  shall  be  overlooked  in  the 
boundlessness  of  the  universe,  and  immensity  of 
God's  works,  arises  from  a  consciousness  of  our 
limited  powers  anil  eafiacitit  s.  fJot  as  our  minds 
expand,  we  take  in  the  itlen  that  the  Creator  super-  ' 
intendsall  ins  works— ifiat  hiseye  restson  the  hum- jj 
ble.sl  and  miimiest  objects  ns  well  as  the  largest. —  !| 
Every  creature  iscontinuallysupported  by  hi.s|K)w- 
er, and  ii.s  thousand  watrls  provided  for  by  hisover-  ij 
flowing  goodness.  Man  shares  in  common  with  j 
the  higher  orders  of  intelligent  lieings,  the  benefi-li 
cence  of  (  tod’s  blessings.  'I'he  happiness  bestowed  |' 
on  the  myriads  of  beings  whicli  people  his  domains, 
can  never  diminish  the  re.sonrcesof  Him  who  has,j 
the  mighty  treasures  of  creation  at  his  disposal,  and  - 
who  is  the  great  center  of  all  felicity.  “  Within  the  jj 
range  of  the  tnoral  government  of  God — if  he  is  |j 
obedient  to  his  laws — every  intelligence  may  rest  i| 
secure  and  confident,”  that  he  is  not  overUxiked  and  j 
forgotten  amidst  the  vast  concourse  of  worlds  and  I 
beings.  The  presence  of  the  Deity  pervades  the 
infinity  of  space,  and  his  knowledge  extends  (o  the  ‘ 


remotest  corner  of  both  the  m!iteri;ii  and  moral  sys- '! 
tem.s.  'I'his  is  an  attribute,  as  are  all  others,  pecu¬

tributes  exeicised  in  their  interminable  variations.  | 

4.  I  am  aware  that  some  good,  and  perhaps  ; 

well-meaning  Cbristiatis,  betray  anextrrnre  prone-,, 
ness  In  sU(,|)iirisni  in  regard  to  much  that  has  been 
stated  of  the  magnituile.  m  agnifict  nee  and  grandeur  j 
of  the  universe  tind  till  its  intending  movements.  , 
And  I  confess  I  am  ;it  a  loss  to  account  for  it,  onlv  ■ 
upon  the  ground  th.at,  in  their  estiniiition,  tiie  facts;' 
enumerated  iire  wholly  beyond  tlie  reaeh  of  human 
intellect  to  fiithom  or  bring  to  light,  or  else  beyond  !■ 
the  power  of  Omnipotence  to  create  and  arrange. 
Hut  to  my  mind,  one  tJiing  is  certain,  which  is,  tliat 
such  a  universe  as  has  be'  n  described,  and  such  an  'i 
one  alone,  is  consistent  with  the  cluiriu  ter  of  an  all-  I 
wise  God, to  whose  omni|«)tenee  there  is  no  bounds,  li 
And  this  is  but  the  echo  of  revelation.  For  we 
read — “Who  can  utter  the  mighty  operations  of 
.Tehovah,  who  can  show  forth  iill  his  power?” — 
Canst  thou  by  sean.-hing  find  out  (ocl  ? — “Ganstlj 
thou  find  out  the  .\1  mighty's  |)erfeciions?”  “  Thine,  jl 
<)  Lord,  is  the  greatness,  and  the  glory  and  majes¬ 
ty;  fiir  all  that  is  in  heaven  and  earth  is  thine,  atid  jj 
Thou  art  exalted  :ibove  thetii  all.”  “  He  doeth  ac-  .j 
eording  to  his  will  in  the  armies  of  heaven,  atid  ;, 
among  the  inlmbitants  of  earth,  liir  his  kingilom 
rulcth  over  all.”  “Great  is  our  Lord,  atnl  of  great  , 
power;  his  greatness  is  utisrarchaldc.”  Here  are  , 
some  of  the  sublime.st  conceptions  of  our  wotrder-  j, 
working  God.  A  iitiivcrse,  vast  and  unbounded — , 
incomprehensible  and  etertial — is  just  stich  a  otie  jl 
as  we  would  ntittinillv  expect  fiom  a  llr-ing  pos- Ij 
sessed  of  such  .a  nature  and  character  as  the  God  of 
heaven  and  earth.

5.  This  subject  afliirds  a  striking  illustration  ofji 

the  wonderful  condescension  of  the  Divine  I’eing,  jl 
in  reference  to  his  intelligent  creation,  making  visi- 1! 
hie  his  power,  and  might,  and  majesty,  and  send-  'j 
iiig  his  Son  to  make  himsr-lf  faiihcr  known  to  his'j 
creatures — elevate  their  worship  above  blind  sta-!' 
pidity,  atnl  give  them  some  long-lookcd-for  iutelli- P 
gence  as  to  man’s  final  destination.  While  man  j 
wasgtopinghis  w ay  indarkness — fearingthat  ileath  'I 
might  not  reveal  a  brighter  existence — and  fc.iring,  , 
t(M),  that  even  while  ibis  life’s  feeble  flame  sliould  l| 
burn,  he  might  be  liirgotien  amidst  the  immcnsiiv  | 
of  God’s  works — oh,  amazing  condescension  to  re- 
late  !— the  joyful  anuouncement  was  made  to  man¬ 
kind — “  God  so  loved  the  world  that  he  gave  his'i 
only  begotteti  Son,  that  whosoever  believeth  on  him  ^ 
might  tiot  perish  but  have  everlasting  life.”  This 
was  iiuleed  love  ainl  mercy  in  their  purest  forms,  ij 
They  more  forcibly  urge  upon  us  the  declaration  of,! 
the  apostle  to  the  Gentiles,  when  he  said  there  is  jl 
“  a  height  and  depth,  breadth  and  length  in  the  love  ji 
of  God  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus,  that  posseth  alii! 
knowledge.”  jj 

6.  There  is  much  consolation  for  the  devout 


Chrl'tian,  to  he  derived  from  a  consideration  of  the 
immensity  of  tlie  universe,  its  splentlor  atnl  mag- 
nifiec nee.  lleeaiise  it  foreihlv'  ocenrs  to  his  mind 
that  if  the  Creator  has  retired  so  vast  and  magnifi- 
ffirt  a  fiilirie.  “there  ean  he  nothing  too  hard  for 
Him  to  do” — and  ilint  he  is  able  to  [lerform  in  the 
hchalf  of  intelligent  cre.alnrcs  liir  more  than  they 
can  ask  liir.  or  even  more  than  they  ean  conceive 
or  desire.  He  is  reminded  that  all  GikI's  gracious 
promises  shall  he  aeeomplished,  and  that  no  obsta¬ 
cle  can  interpose  to  the  frustration  of  his  wise  and 
benevolent  designs.  His  ])ower  is  irresistible,  his 
wistloni  is  unerring,  and  the  bright  emanations  «)f 
goodness  extend  over  ail  bis  works. 

7.  F rom  a  consideration  of  ibis  subject,  we  learn 
that  it  is  both  our  duty  and  interest  to  learn  to  yield 
a  willing  obe  licnee  to  the.  laws  of  Him  whose  uni¬ 
verse  we  have  just  been  contemplating.  The  moral 
laws  of  God  are  intended  to  promote  the  happiness 
t)f  his  sentient  ereaiures,  and  preserve  the  universe 
in  harmony  and  onlcr,  and  that  all  the  violators  of 
the  laws  of  God  must  siifTcr  punishment  in  some 
shape  or  other,  .-kll  the  laws  of  the  Eternal  are 
fenced  by  a  moral  sanction;  anil  who  can  resist  the 
powerof  Him  who  rules  the  universe  and  all  il.s 
inhahilanis!  “  His  counsel  shall  stand,  and  he  will 
do  all  his  jrleasnre.  He  will  cause  his  works  to 
praise  him  with  endless  praises — he  will  open  every 
mouth  with  lhank''givings,  when  all  shall  he  made 
ac(|uainted  w  ith  his  homidless  perfections  and  good¬ 
ness.  No  tongue  shall  he  silent,  no  heart  be  tune¬ 
less  in  the  great  assembly  in  a  world  of  redeemed 
■‘pirifs,  wlien  they  shall  gather  around  the  throne  of 
the  Eternal  Father,  to  go  out  from  his  jiresencc  for¬ 
ever.  Let  the  people  rejoice  with  exceeding  glad¬ 
ness,  for  they  have  the  .\lmighfy  framer  of  this 
hniindless  ntiivcrse  lor  their  Father — theireveilast- 
ing  Friend — their  exceeding  great  reward,  and  their 
portion  firrever;  and  he  is  » ternally  filling,  equal¬ 
ling,  bounding  all,  and  they  eternally  filling  up 
unto  the  fulness  of  (jo<1.

rROFANITY....NO.  IV.

There  are  people  educated  to  this  worse  than 
useless  habit,  who  use  the  words  in  a  thoughtless 
manner.  They  commence  the  practice  when 
young:  before  they  were  of  age  sufficient  to  be 
aware  of  its  evil  tendency.  Then  they  heard  peo¬ 
ple  who  were  older  than  themselves,  e  in  ploying 
jirofane  language  with  impunity;  and,  with  not  a 
solitary  vicious  thought,  they  commence<F  acting 
in  the  same  manner,  until  at  the  years  rrf  under¬ 
standing,  they  have  found  the  habit  exerting  such 
a  power  upon  their  minds,  that  it  is  almost  an  im¬ 
possibility  for  tliem  to  abandon  it.  For  these  we 
itave  more  charity  than  for  many  others,  for  there 
appears  to  he  no  evil  intention,  w  iihin  their  minds 
hy  w  hich  they  are  actuated,  hut  so  far  have  they 
beennie  given  to  the  practice,  that  many  times  they 
are  not  iiwaro  that  lin-y  have  used  the  ofl’ensive 
words,  until  rcmitidi  d  of  it  by  the  kindness  of  a 
friend. 

lint  I  air.  compelled  tosny, that  frequently  youth 
leant  to  use  profane  language  by  listening  to  dis¬ 
courses  from  the  saered  desk;  from  whence  there 
should  only  come  lessons  of  virtue  and  morality. — 
Let  it  not  be  understood  that  I  am  charging  those 
w  ho  occupy  the  pulpit,  with  the  inleniion  of  en¬ 
couraging  this  habit.  This  we  trust  is  not  so;  but 
many  from  a  want  of  reflection,  and  a  proper  know fl¬ 
edge*  of  human  nature,  strengibcn  the  very  evil 
which  they  are  endeavoring  to  destroy.  There  is 
too  frequent  lepetition  of  the  nai^e  of  the  Deity, 
and  other  words,  which  constitute  the  vocabulary 
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of  profanity,  anti  the  rhihi  of  seven,  fifjlil,  and  ten  | 
years  periiaps,  does  not  possess  i lie  power  to  dis- j 
tinguisti  between  such  n  proeeedinti;  and  that  of  a  ; 
man  sweariiii;  in  the  streets.  As  an  instance  iti 
^int  I  would  sny,  that  within  the  circle  of  my  ac¬ 
quaintance,  I  have  seen  a  boy  of  some  five  or  six 
years  old,  upon  a  Sabbath  perniitied  to  attend 
nieetinji,  wliich  to  him  was  something  tmustial,  as 
his  parents  resided  sonu^  distance  from  the  village,  i 
Upon  his  return  hotiic,  he  was  interrogated  re¬ 
specting  the  tiiectitig,  ami  he  recollected  V(*ry  dis- , 
tinctly  two  things — he  said  they  had  singing  thr-re, 
“and  the  preacher  swore  like  lory.”  These  being 
to  him  the  two  most  imporltitit  atid  novel  things  j 
that  he  had  wiineissed,  it  wtis  hut  a  shrrrt  time  be¬ 
fore  he  was  tryimj  his  htitid  at  theiti,  with  pretty 
poofi  success,  and  hut  I’or  the  prompt  correction  ol 
his  parents,  from  iliat  single  «'ircitm<tattee,  wiitild 
undoiihiedly,  have  become  addicted  to  the  habit  of 
prftfanity. 

Too  great  a  familittiitv  iti  the  tise  of  the  naiiu' 
oftheDcilv,  is  ;iti  impntprieiy  into  which  niatiy 
who  occupv  tin*  sacred  desk  in  the  ca[iacity  of 
teachers.  Inive  filleu  ;  and  it  ;tlw:rys  to  a  greater 
or  less  extt'ni,  exerts  an  evil  tr'iideney  upon  com- 
miinitv — destrrrys  |iartially  that  ri*verence  which 
should  fill  every  soul  at  the  tiietitioti  of  I  lim  who  is 
clothed  with  itifitiity.  It  was  hut  a  fi-w  weeks  sine*, 
that  I  to'rk  tt[ia  paper cotittiiniitg  a  setttion  by  one 
of  our  ministering  brethren,  ttnd  though  it  was  an 
excellent  prodttciion  in  other  respects,  yet  in  no 
more  than  fivr^  atid  a  littlf  colitmns,  I  notic<*d  the 
name  of  the  Supretne  Heing  above  eighty  times 
repented  !  Now  if  wettn?  endeavoritig  to  persuade 
ourfelhiw  o«*ings  to  ahatidon  their  evil  habits,  we 
must,  in  rtrdcr  to  he  stici'cssful,  correr  t  «)tir  own 
faults — we  must  ettiploy  the  tttmost  care  in  the  se¬ 
lection  of  our  liitigiitige,  atid  not  pul  it  into  the  pow¬ 
er  of  the  profane  man,  when  he  is  spoken  to  re¬ 
specting  the  luiliit,  to  answer  us,  that  we  are  tnorc 
to  be  hhimed  than  himself,  because  he  became  ad¬ 
dicted  to  the  firactice  by  listening  to  the discrturscs 
of  the  (iiilpit. 

But  to  return  more  directly  to  those  w  ho  indulge 
in  this  habit  from  a  ihoughtlcss  motive,  I  would  say  I 
that  it  does  seem  to  ii.e,  that  when  such  tiiiMi  so-  I 
berly  reflect  upon  the  subject,  they  ciin  hut  form  a 
strong  resolution  to  ahandon  it  forever.  Let  them 
consider  one  mometil  tin?  siiutition  ihtit  men  sustain 
in  the  world — surrounded  by  childiKMid  and  youth, 
whose  minds  have  not  arrivi d  at  maturity,  but 
highly  susce|)ti')lc  of  lasting  i*n|*r<'ssions  by  exter¬ 
nal  objects  ;  and  every  word  whir  h  we  speak  serves 
hut  to  mould  and  bias  those  minds,  whose  inlluence 
may  live  and  exert  its  power  upon  soci<*iy  years  to 
come— even  when  we  shall  have  been  long  mould¬ 
ering  in  onr  graves.  How  nccrcssary  thenthat  ear  h 
man  guarrl  well  his  langiiagrr — lh:ii  he  thus  keep 
an  eye  upon  the  mortils  of  youth  ami  enable  them 
to  escape  the  influence  of  evil  habits. 

Ami  to  you  w  in*  use  prrrfiine  wnnls,  front  mere 
thoughtlessness;  thmigh  there  is  iirr  evil  in  your 
intention,  yet  wtr  hestiech  of  you  to  reflect  once  up-  j 
on  the  evils  which  the  habit  excrtsuprtn  the  morals 
of  the  community— the  rleleterions  tenriency  which 
it  may  have  uptni  thrtsc  who  look  up  to  you  for 
counsel  anri  instruction,  and  may  you  ere  long  form 
and  strictly  arlherc  to  a  resrtiution  to  employ  alone 
the  wools  of  virtuous  refinement.

DISCU.SSION  IN  TABERG. 

Dk.mi  Sin — At  the  rerpiestofsome  of  onr  friends, 
and  for  the  information  of  those  abroad,  1  lake  the 
liberty  to  give  you  a  short  history  of  a  discussion 
we  have  had  in  this  place,  on  the  i|uestion,  “  Is  the 
doctrine  of  endless  misery  true  ?”  and  wish  you  to 
ptiWltsh  it  if  you  think  proper.

In  passing  along  the 
streets,  how  coniinnally  is  the  eye  ofi’ended  and  the 
heart  pained  at  the  conlemidalion  of  objects  whose  life 
is  rendered  miserable  hy  the  tiiipatdonahle  carelessness, 
or  even  wniilon  cruelly  of  nurses?  How  oficn  does 
It  liappen  that  accidents,  which  iminediafe  surgical  skil\ 
might  have  remedied,  are  kept  secret  from  parents, 
merely  lo  screen  some  domestic  from  well  deserved 
ceiistive,  until  they  assinne  a  eliaracler  in  which  all 
knowledge  is  quite  iinavailingfor  ilie  purposes  of  cure! 
Care  is  necessary  to  giia-d  limbs  and  vertehr.T  against 
heedless  and  uniiatural  exertion  ;  as  the  body  may  easily 
(if  not  acliially  humped)  he  stinted  and  dwarfed  in  its 
full  growth,  and  limbs  misshape  1  and  weakened  by  too 
inucli  walking  or  standing  heforo  the  b(ine.s  become  snf-
